BRANTING DIES; 
THRICE PREMIER 
OF THE SWEDES 


Stockholm, Feb. 24.—Hjalmar Brant- 
ing, thrice premier of Sweden, and 
one of the most active of European 
statesmen in the affairs of the League 
of Nations, died here today, aged 64. 

Hjalmar Branting, the first Social- 
ist prime minister of Sweden, and one 
of the outstanding men of that coun- 
try, was regarded by the Swedish peo- 
ple as their country’s most promin- 
ent international politician. 

Devoting virtually his entire life 
to the amelioration of the conditions 
of the working classes and the attain- 
ment of the Social Democratic dream 
of universal peace by universal under- 
standing, Dr. Branting worked unceas- 
ingly and with a fine optimism for 
the realization of his ideals. 

During the world war, Dr. Branting 
was outspoken in his criticism of Ger- 
many, and in May, 1917, he made a 
bitter attack upon the German gov- 
ernment for its submarine warfare, 
characterizing Germany's ruling  cli- 
que as “the common enemies of man- 
kind.” 


REDISTRIBUTION 
NOT THIS SESSION 


Edmonton, Feb. 24.—The supporters 
of the government in caucus on Sat- 
urday, after long and detailed discus- 
sion, decided against redistribution of 
scats at the present session, but to 
hold another session after the present 
one. It is understood, however, that 
this is a tentative plan and that if 
something unforeseen, of an emer: 
gency nature, which may alter the 
situation materially, occurs, the gov- 
ernment will not be bound by the de- 
cision. The finding was practically 
unanimous, only one of the members,

worthy ancestors.

STRONGLY URGES 
COMPLETION OF 
LACOMBE LINE 


The completion of the Lacombe and 
North Western railway by the govern- 
ment was strongly urged by S. G. 
Tobin, Liberal member for Leduc, in 
the debate on the speech from the 
throne on Wednesday afternoon, The 
opinion was expressed that the con- 
struction of only the twenty miles 
more as proposed would be of little 
benefit. 

The encouragement of immigration 
was also advocated by Mr. Tobin, 
who contended that the government’s 
policy in this respect would not bring 
the desired results speedily enough. 

Robert Pearson, Independent, Cal- 
gary, recommended the adoption of a 
provincial income tax in order to in- 
crease the revenue sufficiently to 
meet the present demands, 

Other members who contributed to 
the debate were BE, EB. Sparks, Farm- 
er member for Wetaskiwin, and the 
Hon. George Hoadley, minister of ag- 
riculture. The latter took strong ex- 
ception to various statements made 
by members of the opposition earlier 
in the debate, and especially to the 
remark of J. M. Dechene, Liberal mem- 
ber for Beaver River to the effect that 
the guiding hand in the farmer group 
was one of the “rankest. Tories.” 

“The man who liolds the destinies 
of this government in the hollow of 
his hand sits right there,” Mr, Hoad- 
ley declared, looking at the Premier 
and bringing his fist down on the desk 
of the attorney general. 

Mr, Sparks in continuing the de- 
bate, advocated an honest system of 
immigration as opposed to the system 
employed in several sections in en- 
couraging settlement through gross 
misrepresentation. The province 
needed more settlers, but care should 
be taken to see that the people who 
were brought in were fully aware of 
conditions and that they were placed 
in such sections where they had a rea- 
sonable chance of making good. 

There were parts of the south that 
were never suitable for agriculture, 
but ay a resuit-of publicity’ that: had} ~ 
been broadcasted in the old country 
and in other parts, this portion of 
the province had been settled up. The 
authorities led the intending immi- 
grants to. believe that conditions ex- 
isting in the southern part of the pro- 
vince were ideal, but most of them 
had found to their sorrow that it was 


ing there, he contended, 

There was plenty of good land in 
the province and by carefully select- 
ing immigrants the vacant areas of 
land ‘suitable to farming would soon 
be filled up. He contended, however, 
that settlement of the vacant areas 
should not be undertaken on_ too 
large a scale. 

In referring to the present system 
of grain grading discussed briefly the 
previous day, Mr. Sparks said that the 
organization of the wheat pool had not 
resulted in any change in the method 
of grading. Regardless of whether a 
farmer belonged to the pool or not, 
all of the wheat was graded in the 
same manner, : ; 

The speaker in discussing condi- 
tions in the south country took oc- 
casion to express his opinion in no un- 
certain manner as to the action of the 
government in appointing a board of 
experts to make a survey of condi- 
tions. This information could easily 
be given by any group of practical 
farmers who had lived in that coun- 
try. They might not have the tech- 
nical knowledge, but they knew condi- 
tions from first hand experience, and 
such a report would probably be the 
most valuable in the long run, he 
declared. 

The Wetaskiwin member also made 
an appeal for more staple legislation, 
contending that there was too much 
amending of laws from year to year. 
The average person was unable with- 
out a considerable study to find out 
what existing laws were.—Bulletin.

In the nineteenth century the modern 
conception became accepted, ie. “In- 
sanity is a prolonged ‘departure from 
the individual’s:normal standard of

Dementia’ is pea Se Sdequired? 
Senile dementia is of the latter “form. 
False sensations, like hearing voices, 
are hallucinations; while failse be- 
liefs are delusions. A dissociated 
idea is known as a complex.. A pain- 
ful experience in our past will form 
® complex which we will try to re- 
press or forget. This does not cease 
to exist, and may suddenly come into 
the field of consciousness and produce 
“double personality” or it may ex- 
press itself indirectly, Examples of 
these were given. 

The difference between sanity and 
insanity is not a definite one, many 
symptoms are present in both. Many 
lunatics are very intelligent, e.g. Par: 
anoia. In Dementia Precox there is a 
splitting of the mind so that it does 
not act in harmony, but the intelli- 
gence, emotions and will act separ- 
ately. Though there may be no lack 
of intelligence at first in these cases, 
dementia soon develops and pro- 
gresses.

ALBERTA TO GET 
RESOURCES FROM 
FEDERAL GOV’T 


The negotiations between the 
Dominion and provincial governments 
for the transfer of the natural re- 
sources to Alberta have been finally 
completed, according to an announce: 
ment made in the legislature Monday 
afternoon by Premier Greenfield in 
the course of the debate on the 
speech from the throne, It was un- 
derstood some time ago that there 
was a likelihood of an agreement hay- 
ing been reached but this is the first 
announcement that has been forth- 
coming from the government that the 
offer by the Federal authorities has 
been definitely accepted on the part 
of the province by the Premier. 

The province is to take over the 
remaining resources and will receive 
a payment of the amount of the pre- 
sent subsidy in lieu of lands for three 
years. 

The terms of the agreement will 
become final as soon as_ ratified 
by the parliament of Canada and the 
provincial legislature. 

There are still a number of minor 
details to be settled, but it is not 
anticipated that any difficulty will be 
encountered in this respect. 

“Discussions have taken place dur: 
ing the year between the federal min- 
isters and ourselves,” stated the pre- 
“At first discussion little pro- 
gress was made, and it became in- 
creasingly apparent that there was 
little hope of the representatives of 
the two governments getting closer 


together. 


I had another interview with the 


prime minister on December 16 last. 
At that interview, the offer previous- 
ly made to the province by the Do-

Paying 
The Bills 


What subject has met with more 
consideration, criticism and comment 
in western Canada during the period 
of depression than that of payment 
or of non-payment of bills? It is a 
subject of interest to practically 100 
per cent of the adult population of the 
country and to many a subject of ut- 
most importance. 

Financial writers seem to agree 
when their arguments are analyzed 
that general conditions show improve- 
ment as debts are liquidated. It is 
true that statement might be revers- 
ed to read that debts are taken care 
of as conditions improve. They go 
hand in hand. Whether one be the 
cause and the other the effect is not 
s0 apparent. Sure it is however that 
the payment of debts on a large scale 
lets loose a quantity of money which 
passing from hand to hand stimulates 
business remarkably. 

Paying bills has another far reach- 
ing effect than that of putting money 
into circulation and that is the effect 
on the credit of the individual. 

A man owing another and making 
no great effort to reduce the debt 
creates in the mind of his creditors 
a feeling that confidence was mis- 
placed in ever trusting that man with 
the loan of the money or the goods 
as the case may be. If that creditor 
happens to be a shopkeeper and to 
have several of his customers treat- 
ing him similarly, he feels that every- 
thing is wrong with the world and 
becomes most pessimistic. His pessi- 
mism is bound to affect his neighbor. 
He refuses to grant credit to worthy 
people, fearing that they too will be 
unmindful of their promises. Business 
slackens naturally, as the change from 
a part credit business to one of cash 


‘over the counter cannot fail to re- 


duce volume materially. 

On the other hand and this is be- 
coming to be more generally adopted 
as the correct attitude, many who 
owe are paying what they can and 
instead of staying away from the cre- 
ditors when they cannot pay are see- 
ing them and making any arrange- 
ments possible. This has the two- 
fold effect of retaining the good op- 
inion the creditor has of the debtor 
and creating a feeling of confidence 
on the part of the creditor who in 
turn stil trusts his customers and 
keeps business running along smooth- 
ly. 

There is an opportunity for each 
and every one of us who owes any 
money to help create a better feeling 
throughout Canada by simply doing 
his duty by the creditor who had 
enough faith in him to trust him with 
money or goods. 


Vision of What 
$2 Wheat Could Do 
For Western Canada 


There is a new western situation. 
The western problem as such is pass- 
ing away. We are likely to have new 
western problems soon, which — will 
probably be problems of growth, in- 
stead of one big western problem, 
which was a problem of rescue. 

The old western problem is being 
settled rapidly, not by any legislation 
or other controllable changes, but by 
a change in the basis of the fundamen- 
tal economic situation of the west. 

Two-dollar wheat, says Financial 
Post, might serve as a symbol of the 
change, but its use as such would be 
liable to misunderstanding. For, after 
all, only a small part of last year’s 
crop can be sold at two dollars or 
better, and there is no great expecta- 
tion that next year’s crop will sell at 
two dollars or better. ; 

But dollar wheat can be used as a 
symbol of the basis that has passed, 
of the basis on which were founded 
many of the troubles of the west and 
many of its grievances. And dollar 
wheat has gone, not in the sense that 
wheat may not again sell at a dollar a 
bushel, but gone in the sense that it 
was part of the essential economic 
structure of the west. Dollar whcat 
did seem to be a part of that struc- 
ture. It seemed for a while as if the 
west must adjust its whole program 
to raising wheat to sell at a dollar a 
bushel on the average, a little more 
when crops were light, 2 little less 
when they should be heavy.

are long likely to be, dependent. The 
milking of cows, the making of butter, 
the breeding of hogs, the fattening of 
cattle, .the whole business of mixed 
farming; all these are very good in 
their way, but unless we have grow- 
ing of wheat on a large scale, western 
agriculture must perish, or shrink to 
such small dimensions that it would 
‘seem to have perished. 

And it seems now that the world 
really wants and needs our wheat to 
a greater extent that it is willing 
and ready to pay for it. It seems as 
if wheat, the premier food of mankind 
is not likely often, or for long to be 
depressed in value to the level of feed 
for livestock. For a while last year, 
wheat and corn sold on a parity, and a 
considerable quantity of wheat was 
fed to livestock. It seems likely that 
the farmers who raise wheat are like- 
ly to be well rewarded for their ef- 
forts, and that a country that can 
grow wheat of such quality and in 
such quantity as western Canada is 
going to be a desirable place in which 
to farm. 

Wheat may sell at a dollar a bushel 
again. That might happen soon, al- 
though the world situation is against 
it happening for a year or more. But 
whatever comes, dollar wheat is gone, 
gone as a maximum beyond which the 
price of wheat might not rise. The 
west can stand wheat at a dollar a 
bushel when crops are plentiful if 
there is a chance of securing compen- 
sation in price when crops are light 
too, but consider that covered in the 
statement that dollar wheat is gone. 

You can look for these things: 

Profits in western farming. 

Farmers now on the land expanding 
their efforts, and the ones who have 
lately been thinking of giving it up 
resolve to continue. 

Population attracted to the west, 
whether or not we have an immigra- 
tion policy. And if we have such a 
policy, conditions in which its efforts 
may bring fruit instead of being ab- 
ortive. 

A better class of immigrants than 
we lately dared hope for. 

The payment of many western 
debts which recently may have seem- 
ed hopeless, 

Cheaper money, for western farm- 
ers because of their improving credit. 
More business for the railways. 

Improving financial position of pro- 
vineial and municipal governments. 

A market for the goods of manu- 
facturers. 

The west again taking the lead in 
the rapid development of Canada. 

The spokesmen for the west when 
they present the west’s needs, say- | 
ing not, “This you must do'to save us.” 
but “This it pays Canada to do that 
developemnt may be still more satis- 
factory.” 

This change in conditions brought 
about by the disappearance of dollar 
wheat is not yet realized in the west, 
and can hardly be realized at all in 
the rest of Canada. It will be some 
time before realization 
with conditions, just as realization 
lagged behind when the west fell in- 
to trouble so acute that it was un- 
comfortably close to being very seri- 
ous. Only now is the seriousness of 
the situation in which the west found 
itself two years ago being realized, 
just as we are moving on to another 
basis entirely. 

Perhaps it was not a bad thing to 
be slow in understanding the extent of 
our troubles. But it will be unfortu- 
nate if we are slow in understanding 
the new prospect that is before us. 

Canada has been on the defensive 
against adverse conditions for a long 
time. The battle has developed, once 
more she can take the initiative and 
act on the aggressive.

Of the 20,000 harvesters who 
went west this summer over Cana- 
dian Pacific lines, 14,000 are known 
tu have returned east, according 
to. C. B. Foster, Passenger Traffic 
Manager, Canadian Pacifie Rail- 
way, and it is thought that many 
others have returned, while several 
thousand are believed to have ac- 
cepted positions in the west for the 
winter, 


An indication of the increase in 
the value of effects being brought 
into Canada by settlers from the 
United States is shown in the la- 
test report to the Department of 
Trade and Commerce. From April 
1 to September 30, effects so classi- 
fied were valued at $3,129,333, as 
compared with $2,666,467 in the 
same period last year, an increase 
of $462,872. 


A feature which wil! add greatly 
to the attractions of Vancouver, 
B.C., as a winter resort, to say 
nothing of increasing its summer 
allurements, will be the new golf 
course to be laid out there at a cost 
of $120,000, exclusive of land. Work.

daily, and Toronto at 9.45 p.m. 
daily, reaches Winnipeg at 9 a.m., 
39 hours, 45 minutes after leaving 
Montreal and 26 hours 15 minutes 
after leaving Toronto, Express 
shippers are especially benefitted, 
as shipments reach the terminal 
cities in time for delivery on the 
second day after leaving, instead of 
on the third as formerly.

Dear Sir—It was with feelings of 
regret that I read the letter of Mr. 
J, A. Rickard in your last week’s pap- 
er, re the C.N.R. S-line. While I have 
every sympathy with the people liv: 
ing tributary to the proposed S-line 
it must be remembered that the S-line 
would be absolutely of no advantage 
to the people living tributary to the L. 
& N.W.R, T think Mr. Pickard over- 
stepped the mark when he stated that 
there had been misrepresentation and 
when he says the district lying west 
of the C, & E. is not in favor of the 
L. & N.W., just what does he mean by 
the district west of the C. & E. line? 
Surely he is not narrow minded enough 
to think that that strip of country 
lying between Brightview and Falun 
contains the only people that have a 
right to a line, and that they alone 
should have railway facilities. He 
says the L. & N.W. would be of ab- 
solutely no benefit to anyone living 
within 30 miles west of Wetaskiwin. 
But I would like to remind Mr. Rick- 
ard end his committee that there are 
people living 70 miles and more west 
of Wetaskiwin and that they have 
rights just the same as those living in 
Mr. Rickard’s highly favored district. 
Mr. Rickard talks of the L. & N.W. 
running through a rough country of 
poor clay soil with no prospects of 
ever becoming a farming country. 
Well, we must just take such state- 
ments from whence they come, and 
put them down as Paddy did the kick 
from the bull—from his ignorance 
Now, Mr. Editor, the Lacombe and 
North Western Railway Promotion 
Committee, in their efforts to interest 
the government in extending the line

Wetaskiwin churches,”
